iug here for tvviilve iiioiiths licfore being 
allowed tlie siiiiie |irivilcge.s as other resi- 
dents. 

Mr. Duck spoke warmly in support of 
the bill, tho measuro being one of yreat 
necessity. He discussed the chief fea- 
tures of the bill at some leuglli, referring 
to tho principal subjects of each clause, 
iiiid pointing out wlmt he considered to 
bo nccusBary iniprovemeiits iu order to 
make the bill one of greater value fur the 
workingiiieii, .iiid he would be most happy 
to assist tho hunorahlc mover of the bill 
by all menus iu his power, 

Hon. Mr. Davie said great credit was 
due to the hon, iiitrodiicor of tho bill, and 
to the hon. gciitlcinaii who bad just 
criticized it, fur their able cll'ort*. In 
juatice to the measure of 187f, which 
lind Homo iiiiperfectioiia, ho must aay 
that it was not by any means ao iiiiper- 
feot an aot~ as supposed. That act waa 
tttkeu from the Ontario atntutea, and 
although Ontario had amended ita bill 
from time to time, this legislature had 
not done so. It was, however, only with- 
in the last year m- two that ellorts had 
been made to eufoivc its provisiims, and 
not without success. Tliore were aiueiid- 
iiioiits no tbiubt tliiit might l)u made to 
that act, which would render it more 
workable, hi the ca.so of u failure recent- 
ly, outside tho delay ami expenae, the act 
had boon of great utility, and if audi de- 
lay could bo shortened and cx|)ense light- 
oiiod it would b'.' dcsir.-ihle. The Lien act 
of IHTil was boc<iiiiiiig bettor undui'stood, 
and tho more work there was for it, the 
inoro intelligent it would become. He 
had had considerable experience in the 
working uf this Lien act of 1879, and it 
had been intention to have introduced 
certain anieiidincnta thia aeasioii, which 
wouhl Iiavo con.solidated tho Lien act and 
ainoiidiiionta. Hu had now in bis hand 
such proposed consolidation, and woi.ld 
idtroduco it if thia nioasure failed. He 
would have introduced it had tlie hon. 
member for New Westminster not first 
[ilaced his notice on the paper. .However, 
lie would give his hearty support in an 
endeavour to make tho act introduced a 
workable one which would meet the 
roiiuirements of the oasc. What was 
re((uired more than a cliaigc a'^anist the 
owner's land and building, was a charge 
against the money in the hands of the 
owner to be paid to the contractor for the 
building. By making a proviaioii which 
would prevent llio paj'iuotit of iiioniea to 
ftii iiiaolvoiit cfjiitractor, and alb>w of the 
owner payiiiy it to tho workmen and ma- 
terial nion to whom it waa justly due, this 
object would bo gained. In the caae of 
the erection of .a jmblic building, such as 
the lourt" house now being constructod, 
there was no jirovision in the bill that 
would pruLuet thu workiugmenj.bnt if the 
iiioniea to be paid were available the same 
as thu building mid land, the wurkmcn anil 
^naterial men would be [laid. In tliu casu 
of the court houae, ho understood that one 
of the sub-contractors had abaconded. and 
there was no recourse for tho workmen to 
secure their wages. In the act ho (Mr. D. ) 
had' preparod. there waa a provision which 
would allow of the workmen, the sub-con- 
tractor and the material man to accure pay- 
iiioiit for their work and material. Laboring 
men could not afford the dulay and 01- 
penso of taking proceedings in tho su- 
prsiiio court, and thematorial man should 
also not be put to any such expense. He 
thouKht that au amendment should be pro- 
vided which would allow of the certainly 
of all who gave cither labor or material 
of buing paid, I'hey had now the ex- 
perience of tho ellbrtJ of the last twenty 
years in other countries and of thu lien 
act of 1871) and ho thought that if thia 
Icgialaturo cominencod where the othora 
left off, they would probably succeed in 
bringing forth tho most perfect lieu law 
in exiateiice (apjilause.) 

Mr. (irant had always favored the pro- 
tection of the woikingmaii, and thought 
a few simple clauaea, making tlie 'ownor 
responsible to a curtjiin extent for tho 
work dune, would meet tho caae. It 
would alio prevent the taking of contracts 
far below a price which allowed tho pay- 
ment of tho labor and material. 

Mr. lieavon said tho law to protect 
workingmon was of moat important con- 
sideration. Hitherto moat unfortunately 
for tho workmen, in ainunding the lion 
act 'there had always beou scunu plausible 
reason i>ub forward to introduce a clause 
which virtually dejtroyed the operation 
of the act. He quite agreed with the 
cimtontion of the acting attorney general 
thataome provision should be placed with- 
in the act wdiich vrould be operative in 
respect tu govornnieiit buildiiiga. With 
roapect to tlie preaent bill, ho had 
oiKpiired of many workmen, and 
tho conaeiiaus of ojiiniou was in its favor. 
Ho thought that its provisions were an 
advantage to houeat moii and a diaadvaii- 
tftge to dishonest men, and jn-obably the 
majority of tho proviaiona might justly tie 
udopteil.

She 
replied: 

"Money I do not care so much for aa 
for tho fact that tho highest tribunal has 
declared that I was the wife of the de- 
ceaaed, and has thereby refuted all slan- 
ders heaped upon me." 

"When 1 married Mr. Sharon," she 
continued, "he told me that ho could not 
see why his children should oppose tho 
marriage in any way. Ho always spoke 
very freoly to me about his affairs, and 1 
know thati he made about §7,000,000 in 
watering tho Spring Valley water stock 
of this city. Tlion ho made several mil- 
lion dollars in a gas company acheme, 
when he sold his stock in the old com- 
pany at high rates, and when the new 
company was started he consolidated the 
companies and bought stock when it waa 
very low. He bought largely of real es- 
tate in this city, in Oakland and in Wash- 
ington, and whilo lie was in the latter city 
he made a very pvolilablo speculation in 
tho purchase and anb.soquent sale of a coal 
niino in Ponnaylvania. Out of thiaapecu- 
I.%tion ho cleared something like $3,000,- 
000. " 

"At what do you place the community 
property now," was asked. 

"Well, 1 think that my share in the

That will repreuent the loss of about sev- 
eral year's profits of the Examiner, when 
those cases are ' decided in favor of tho 
plaintiffs.

Notwithstanding the efforts of men, God's 
work could not be atayed. We often 
thought when an able worker was sud- 
denly removed that there was a losa that 
could not be tilled, but such waa not the 
case. Tliere was always another ready to 
step to the front.. .Although, it' waa 
thought that the Baptist had "beiBn sud- 
denly removed in the midst of his work, 
yet, we know now that his work had been 
completed and Christ commenced tho 
preaching of the gospel. Repentance 
and faith waa the burden of tho teachinga 
of all followers of Chriat and the goapel 
ainc^ its.inception had. exeroiaed a greater 
influence over destinies of millions of men 
than anything else. Repentance and 
faith was still the mission of Christ's fol- 
hiwers, and it was the only teaching that 
tended to elevate the world into a highsr 
moral, intellectual and spiritual life, Re- 
pentance and faith were the only means 
whiereby man could enter into God's king- 
dom. Christ in commencing his work had 
not chosen his disciples from among 
the educated and wealthy, but from 
the lowly fishermen of Galilee, and 
the wonderful growth of the work 
since proved that it waa of God and not 
of man. Christ called them, and they fol- 
lowed, and', by His mflnonce completely 
transformed them so that whien He left 
them they wero enabled to continue the 
work which He began. As it was then, 
so it was now; the essential elements of 
aiiccesa were the same aa thoao which 
existed in the days of Petor and John. It 
was only through the teachings of Chriat 
tliat we oould hope to succeed in the great 
work which Ohrist had given to ns in this 
world. ■ . 

I'rayer was offertd by the- Roy. Mr. 
Chishohn. 

Rev. Mr. Fraaer narrated the different 
ateps which had been taken in calling tho 
Rev. Mr. McLeod, allowing that the regu- 
lar jiroceduro of the church had boon fol 
lowed.

the United States.Canada and Newfound- 
land. 

The following ia tho reply of the 
.■American plonipotontiarios: While ful- 
ly sharing the desire of Her 
Britannic Majeaty's plenlpoteiitiar- ' 
ies to remove all causes of dif- 
ference in connection with the fisheries 
the American plenipotentiaries' are con- 
atrainod, after careful consideration, to 
decline to ask from the President the au- 
thority roquiaito to conaidur tho proposal 
conveyed to them on thu 3d iiist., aa a 
means to the doaired end, booause the 
greater freedom of coiiinioreia! intor- 
courao ao propoaed, would necessitate an 
adjuatnieut of the preaent tariff of the 
L'nited Statea by congresaional action, 
which adjustment the American ploni- 
potontiariea consider to bo manifestly im- 
practicable of accomplishment through tlio 
niodiuni of a treaty or under the circum- 
ataiicea now exiatiiig; nor could American 
plenipotentiaries admit that aucli a mutual 
arrangement aa is proposed by Her 
Britannic Majesty's plonipotentiariescoul 1 
be accepted as constituting a suitable basis 
of negotiation concorning rights and pri- 
vileges claimed for American fishing vea- 
sela. It still apjiears to the American 
plenipntentiariea to be possible to find an 
adjustment of thu difficulties by agreeing 
on an interpretation or modification of 
the treaty of 1818 which will be honor-, 
able to both parties and remove I the^jpria-' 
sent causes of complaint, to which end' 
they aro now as they have been from the 
beginning of this confereuciB^ready to de- 
vote themselves.

Smith were 
killed on the Wellington Strett crossing 
of the G. T. R., Montreal by a pasaing 
engine. 

Judge Pellotier, of Quebec, has boon 
tranaferred to tho diatrict fif Montmagiiy. 
Mr. Bdly, Q. C, will be elevated to tho 
vacancy. 

The Montreal board uf trade have post- 
poned any action in reference to the 
Manitoba question, evidently anxious to 
aliirk it. 

Francois Theophile Nadeau, aged four 
and a half years, son of Philias Nadeau, 
tinsmith, Quebec, was burned to death. 
The child was left alone in the house by 
his mother, while she went to a neigh- 

Mirs, Charles Curran, mother of Mr. 
Curran, member for Montreal Centre, 
died ill tho Grey Nunnery at Ottawa, a 
few days since, aged 76 years, 

A druiiki.'ii woman named Marie Hainol, 
of Quebec, while staggering along the 
streets of Blontreal with her An'on months' 
old child in her arms, fell on the icy pave- 
ment, crushing the child's skull ana kill- 
ing it. When arrested for drunkenness 
thu woman admitted she had not been 
sober for fifteen days. 

In 1872, J. B. Legault, of Coteau 
Landing, died leaving property to his wife 
and others. To the parish priest. Rev'. 
Abbe Dufour, he bequeathed a piece of 
land valued at $1,500, with tho proceeds 
of which the priest was to say mass for 
tho repoae of his aoul. The heir contest- 
ed the will and tho case is now in the 
courts. If the priest wins he will have 
to say 6,000 masses, the price of each be- 
ing 26 cents. 

The curator of ono of the largest estates 
in Montreal, siid to be Hall's, has ab- 
sconded, leaving behind a deficiency of 
over 100,000. Tho hoira to tho estate, 
w ho bwloiig to the olduBt and inost re- 
sjioctablo familiea, will bo almost ruined 
by the affair. The abaconder has been 
a heavy speculator lately, and is reported 
to have lost heavily. Attempts were 
made at au arrangement, but the negotia- 
tions having fallen through, the curator fled 
acroaa the line, and is now in Now VTork. 

'I'lie victim of a rather hard-hearted 
case of betrayal and doaertion haa juat 
returned to Quebec, a sadder if not a 
wiaor woman. A ahip captain, whose 
veasol wintered in that port a couple of 
■neaaons ago, captured the afi'ectioii, 
married and took away in his ship a 
blooming Quebec widow. Unfortunately, 
thu skipper had another wife on the other 
side of tho water, and shortly after his 
arrival there his Qi^obec wife was loft to 
shift for herself. 
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rtnd nothing less will satisfy Cliom. HhV^ 
i,^ now fully oxpkined our vositio-.i in 
this mutter, it is our intention to con- 
tinue iidvooiiting the claims of this port 
iind EsquiinaU from time to timer aa occa- 
sion nwy require, and feel confident tliat 
doini? »o wo will have tho siippoVt of 
bU aeotioutt uf the coiiitmniity. 
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THE CHINA STKAMERS. 

Tn our issue of Saturday last we en- 
deavored to show that if the Chiiiii ateaiu- 
ei's oallod hero to huid mails, piissungers 
and freight the dolay would not necus.sari- 
ly ailect in any material degree tho etii- 
cieiioy of tho lino, whether considered us 
a through route to Europe or simply as ii 
line iu tho interest of the trade and com- 
merce of the Dominion. As was then 
stated, we now, propogeJ» show the nd- 
vantages attaching to the callinf? of these 
steamers at this port for the purposes inon- 
tioriedin our previous article, and we sub- 
mit that our contention is entitled to 
greater consideratiou thun nituiy of tlie 
arguments advanced against their doing 
.a.i. Uufore proceeding further, however, 
let U.S disabiiso the public uiind of the iin- 
preaaiou which the resident agent has so 
industriously endeavored to circulate that 
Customs restrictions have influenced to 
any considerahle extent his decision in 
this connection. There is not tho alighl- 
esb doubt that if Oapt. Webber, the own- 
ers or pthei-s interested were really in 
earnest and sincerely desirous that a satis- 
factory arrangement with the Customs 
authorities should be had they could easily 
have ofTected their purpose by making 
proper and respectful application to the 
Collector liere. Had he nob acceded to 
such ruaaonahle request the. public would 
long ere this have taken the matter up, 
and made.Buch representations to the Min- 
ister Sof'Cn^Btoins at Obtawa as would have 
secured the steamships such, privileges as 
to dispatch in entering and clearing us 
could not have failed to prove eminently 
satisfactory to all parties concerned. Tiie 
general. opinion, however, is that the dilli- 
cuitjraliotit .the customs restrictions was a 
mere excuse — a convenient "blind" — 
and was availed of beciiuse it suited the 
puriiosua of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company; it will be e.'ccocdingly difficult 
to convnice the public to the contrary. 
Were it otherwise the influence of that 
powerful company would soon 'have been 
brought ^b,^bear,.upoH , the/Goyet;hniont, 
and whatever was a»lieia~ within reason 
would undoubtedly have been granted. 
Having failed to do this, or even made an 
attempt to do so, tho public are fully jus- 
tified iu reaching the conclusion tliey have, 
and it will bo hard to distibuse their minds 
of the opinion formed. The advantages 
we, in common with the people generally, 
claim .-ire that Esquiinalt and Victoria are 
tho tirst ports within the province reached 
by the steamers; that the former being 
the naval station for . H. M; fleet, 
and the ; latter , the' , pimcipal busi- 
ness centre in , the province, are 
entitled to at least equal consideration 
with other portions of British Columbia, 
especially iu tho matter of mail coiinnnni- 
cation; that mails for both these iioints 
could be distributed at least twenty-four 
hours earlier if landed from the steameis 
on arrival on the inward voy:ige, and an 
etpial saving iu time would bo etl'ected on 
the outward voyage; that imsaongers 
would bo saved an extended and annoy- 
ing journey, and freight would bo de- 
livered in ^proper .course, . uniiecessary 
handling and rist being avoided, and 
that mails ^>r the neighboring States to 
tho South of UH wfiuld be dispatched to 
their destination witliout tho serious de- 
lay which is now occasioned. These, wo 
submit, aro important advantages and 
although largely confined to tliia im- 
mediate neighborhood, aro nevertheleafi 
entitled to the highost degree of considera- 
tion. It is just as important to this sec- 
tion of tho Provinoo— this particular por- 
tion of tho Dominion— that these ad- 
vantages should be participated in as that 
the groat national highway, bo called — tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway— should make a 
reimtation for itself when it seeks to do 
BO by tho aid of public subsidies, and it 
would bo well that that powerful corpora- 
tion should begin to ro.dii'.o tho fact thnt 
it cannot bo allowed to override this or 
any other integral portion of tho Dimiin- 
ion for its own selfish iutorosts. 
To tho government of Canada and the 
Home government wo look to see that 
the interests of Esquimalt aud Vic- 
toria aro protected in granting a subsidy 
to any lino of steamships plying between 
this provinoo and any other foreign 
country or colony by making it ono of the 
conditions of the contract that they should 
call at eitlier port, both on tho inward 
and outward voyages. This would bo 
notliing more than justice, nothing more 
^han thij people have a right to tixpeot, 



A COWABDLY WITHDRAWAL. 

The motion of censure against The 
Colonist, introduced by, .the "Hononvblo 
ThomaB Basil Humplireys, mombor for 
Coniox," who is understood to always 
cBiry around in his pocket the comniinaion 
—directly from tlio linuds of tho Queen of 
course— privileging him to place tho prefix 
"Hon." before his naiiio, probably for the 
purpose of idontificntioii in case of neces- 
sity, ended in a most inglorious and cun- 
temptible back-down. After inflicting 
upon tho House several ]>hraso8 which ho

Governor of licenfB , districts ; for lii;eiiso 
cominissionera to grant liconsi's and in- 
spectors for each district. The aggregate 
number of hotels and saloon licenses to 
hu gr.-iiited, excepl as provideil, shall not 
exceed in cities and niiniicipiilitiea, 
oiii for each t wo hundred and fifty nf the 
lirst thousand of llie ]iiipulation, and one 
for each full live hundred over one 
thousand of the population.
